A complete written statement as to the substance of any face-to-face, video conference, or telephone interview with regard to an application must be made of record in the 
application whether or not an agreement with the examiner was reached at the interview.

- An indication whether an agreement was reached and if so. a description of the general nature of the agreement (may be by 
attachment of a copy of amendments or claims agreed as being allowable). Note: Agreement as to allowability is tentative and does 
not restrict further action by the examiner to the contrary. 

- The signature of the examiner who conducted the interview (if Form is not an attachment to a signed Office action) 

It is desirable that the examiner orally remind the applicant of his or her obligation to record the substance of the interview of each case. It 
should be noted, however, that the Interview Summary Fomn will not normally be considered a complete and proper recordation of the interview 
unless it Includes, or is supplemented by the applicant or the examiner to include, all of the applicable items required below concerning the 
substance of the interview.

Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Applicant's definition of bounding region is such that it is a border 
line, per se, of the claimed geometry chunk. This bounding region is thus sent to the processor, and not the geometry 
data within the geometry chunk. Examiner acknowledged that Kenworthy fails to teach such a bounding region, 
however the definition of the bounding region as a type of border line of the geometry chunk is needed to be defined 
within the claim language in order for Examiner to withdraw the rejection. Applicant agreed that the definition of the 
bounding region within the claim language is vague and will consider amending as appropriate.
